Ohio the last two weeks of July. 
Marian Hittner is to attend the Rutgers Workshop in 
"Human Relations" at lher own expense. 


NEW BUSINESS: 


I. Jack Shattuck propesed that we send $50 to Hyannis, Mass. 
to aid the so-called "reverse freedom riders". Proposal 
seconded by Don Carter. Discussion followed with «he 

motion being defeated. 


II. A motion was made for CORE fo actively work on the 
problem of discrimination at our State's shore arease- 
and their beaches which are open to the public. It was 
suggested that we start with Point Pleasant and this 
motion was approved,

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III. Jack Shattuck suggested the Colonial Inn in 
Madison, N.J. as a possible restaurant for investigation 
as to its possible discriminatory policies. 


IV. Robert Curvin made a motion that CORE sponsor 
a Workshop in CORE techniques, to be held at the 
Mt. Zion Baptist Church on June 25, ep bee

and supposedly taken to the E.O. Gen. Hosp Or Pure y 
told to go home wi thoy medical attention, Hha) 
& told to return --at which time 
the child was found to have had serious injuries 
which should have been taken care of at the 
time of tne accident. 
The resolution was approved.
